3) ...This jailer had witnessed what being a child of God is to be: A 
brand new creature! Can the world around us see the same 
thing, or are we so much like the world that the jailers around 
us barely raise an eyebrow.

1) ...Sunday School children. After he read several different verses, 
he said, " Children I intend to give you a sumnnary of the truth 
taught in this portion of scripture.

Children, summary is an 
abbreviated synopsis of a thing." Ephesians 2:8-9 For by grace 
are ye saved through faith; and that not of yourselves: it is the 
gift of God: Not of works, lest any man should boast. 


2) Acts 4:12 Neither is there salvation in any other: for there is 
none other name under heaven given among men, whereby we 
must be saved. He is all you need sinner friend! Christ is 
sufficient to save!

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1) ...we see the result of this Jailer meeting Jesus in the verses that 
follow. 


2) ...worked out of him in good works. Ephesians 2:10 For we are 
his workmanship, created in Christ Jesus unto good works, 
which God hath before ordained that we should walk in them. 


3) ...but we are to publicly attest to our salvation every day of our 
lives. 


4) ...they rejoiced in it, they served in it, they believed in it!
